the state. The address is extremaly con- 
servative in tone. It states that Neebe 
was not guilty but he was under the 
shadow of a great crime and suffered in 
consequence. Under a peculiar chain of 
circumstances it, is 
impossible to get 


Neebe'e case back to the courts, and it is 
necessary to go to the governor, not for 
mercy but for justice.

An epitome of the evidence upon which 


Neebe vv'.'ts convicted will be presented to- 
gether with a showing of the, surrounding 
circumstances which made his conviction 
possible. It will endeavor to show that 
as at present constituted the law provid-

the innocent. The address merely alludes 
to the cases of the ut-lisr men, but only us 
incidentally connected with Nocbe, and 
presents his c-cise upon its own merits in 
order to erea'e a public sentiment, which 
will sustain the governor in the pardon of 
Neebe.

Crrr OF MEXICO, Aug. 5.—A dispatch 


from San Salvador says that Gen. Trun- 
garay, at the head of tlie Guatemalan 
revolutionists, has taken Chiquhnaia, near 
the capital, atid that the loss of this place 
has obliged the Guatemalan government' 
to concentrate its troops toward the capi- 
tal. A Guatemalan dispatch says it is 
untrue that an attempt was made to 
assassinate President Barillas and denieB 
that the revolution is of importance. The 
dispatch also says that Minister" Mizner's 
correspondence has not been tampered 
with at»d that the minister has for days 
been in free communication with the 
United States government. 


Negotiations for Pence.

the diplomatic corps has offered to nego- 
tiate in the interests of peace; tiiat the 
offer has been accepted and that it is ex- 
pected a peaceful settlement will be ar- 
ranged wiihln a few days.

Barillas sayu he will not resign and that 
he prefers death to surrender. 
Dispatches 


received by the Mexican government con- 
firm the report of the probability of the 
intervention in behalf of peace of the 
foreign diplomats in Central America. 
President Kzeta's only terms are the rec- 
ognition of his government and the non- 
intervention of other powers in the in- 
terior government of Salvador. Reports 
from the Chiapas frontier are that every- 
thing is quiet.

Unprotected Labor, 


Manufacturers always go to Washing 


ton and ask for higher duties in the in 
terest of their labor. How does it happen 
that congress found it necessary to pro- 
tect labor from these same manufac 
tnrers by passing the contract labor law 
to prevent them from hiring the "chea] 
pauper labor of Europe" and bringing i 
here to compete with American labor? 


In some of the mining towns of Perm 


sylvania the census enumerators fount 
these "pauper laborers" wearing their 
number on their clothing. They are en 
tered by numbers on the books of th< 
company for which they work, their 
names being so far beyond our spelling 
and pronunciation as to form an agony 
unendurable to the bookkeeper. It is a 
well known fact that this is the most 
degraded and the worst paid labor in the 
United States. Has any of these cheap 
laborers ever been refused employmeni 
on the ground that he was too cheap 
and that the manufacturer or mine 
owner did not wish to let him compete 
with the higher priced American labor' 


The truth is that manufacturers anc 


mine owners employ the cheapest labor 
they can get, provided only that it be 
efficient. Nobody can justly blame them 
for that. Every employer, by the nat- 
ural laws of competition, is compelled to 
get as good terms as possible in procur- 
ing labor. The employer is compelled to 
act on this principle. But then he should 
not go to Washington and ask for higher 
duties "to protect labor" when he knows 
perfectly well that the labor market is 
open to the widest competition, that he 
himself will hire the cheaper labor, al 
though when this cheaper labor was in 
Europe he held it up to the country as a 
great bugbear, aa the "pauper labor" 
which must not be allowed to comprt* 
with American labor. 


Laboring men know well enough that 


it is through organization that they get 
better wages, aud that no case has yet 
been found where a protected manufact- 
urer raised wages on the ground that 
congress had raised his protective duties. 
Many cases, on the other baud, can be 
cited where a higher duty has actually 
been followed by a reduction of wages.
